Wilson and Rev. Davis in the pulpit, respectively; 7/8 and 7/15 at 
Berean Baptist, with Rev. Davis and Rev. Hartmann ji the pulpit, 
respectively; 7/22 and 7/29, at the Methodist Church, with Rev. 
Hartmann and Rev. Wilson in the pulpit, respectively; Rev. Wilson, 
it was noted, would, according to this schedule, have both the 
first and last word for the Summer Union Services; (3) that 
Children's Day would be on June 17th at 10:30 A.M.; Doris Tonkin 
added: "I certainly did enjoy Children's Day this year. It was 
great."; (4) that fathers will be honored this coming Sunday; (5) 
that the One Great Hour of Sharing offering will not be hdd in 
June because of the push for funds for the Paving Project this 
Summer; the OGH offering will take place in August; (6) that 
Communion will be served on August 5th.

September 13,1990 

The regular meeting of the Administrative Board of the Berean Baptist 
Church for September 1990 took place on the 13th, beginning at 7.50 P.M. 
Present at the meeting, which took place in the kitchen at the Church, were: 
Merle Morgan, Joan Wilson, Doris Tonkin, Doris Williams, Bill Martin, Barbara 
Yepson, Carol Hightower, Donald Seigle n, Donald Seigle I, June Booths, Rev. 
Gordon S. Wilson, Liz Sheridan and S. Robert Powell. 

The minutes of the Administrative Board meeting of June 14, 1990, as taken 
down by the Recording Secretary, were read by Ervin Chubb and were approved 
as read and placed on file. The Treasurer's Report was also received and placed 
on file. The Paving Fund, it was reported, has been closed. Earl Parry said that 
he has contacted the paving contractor and asked that he return to look into 
two paving problems: (1) the one speed bump is too close to the parking lot gate, 
and (2) water is now running into the basement of the parsonage. 

It was reported that the Seigles would install eaves troughs around the 
Sunday School portion of the Church this coming Saturday. 

At 7:52 P.M. the Administrative Board broke into committees to conduct 
business. At 8:34 P.M. the members of the Board reconvened as a whole and the 
various committees gave their reports. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE. June Booth, Chair, reported that there were 
$531.90 in bills for the month of August to be paid. It was moved (E. Chubb) and 
seconded (Hightower) that the bills be paid. The motion carried. June B. reported 
that there were bills amounting to $400.36 for the month of September 1990 to 
be paid. It was moved (Hightower) and seconded (Martin) that the bills for 
September 1990 be paid. The motion carried. 

It was reported that Ruth Chapman had recently donated $1,000 to the 
Church for a memorial pew (last pew left side) in memory of her husband, David 
Chapman, and her daughter, Norma Chapman Parguette. 

A request from the VNA to park in the church parking lot during the day 
was turned down because such parking would not be covered by the church's 
insurance. 

It was reported that the organist would like a light installed over the 

organ. 

Sidney Witts, it was reported, will donate 5 touchtone telephones to the 
Church and install them at no cost to the Church. He requests that there be no 
publicity on the donation and that the Church give him a letter in which the 
value of the telephones and labor costs are itemized so that he may use the 
donation for income tax reporting purposes. 

Donald Seigle I then presented a list of suggestions for things to be done 
around the Church. That list is as follows: 

—install check valve, change dresser flanges and check expansion tank on 
the furnace 

—re-work the emergency lighting system (batteries, tune-up, oil change) 

—ventilation system: purchase new control motor ($250-5350), rewire, 
resolder or replace frozen heating coil, continue system into office and nursery 
—leaks over the stained glass windows on Lincoln Avenue side (must be 
recaulked) 

—leak under front door on Lincoln Avenue side (re-do threshold) 

—broken tiles in both front entrances that resulted from the heavy 
machinery that was brought into the church to install the lights in the main 
sanctuary 



—loose sink in men's room on second floor 
—several broken light fixtures 

—some members recommend that chipped bark should be placed around the 
shrubbery outside the church 

—the masonry on the back steps needs to be attended to 
—the concrete steps on the Lincoln Avenue side should be water sealed 
—pointing of bricks in the bell tower should be done 
—the mural in the baptistry needs attention; the moisture is causing the 
paint to go; Gordon Postlethwaite might be able to take care of this 
—the two access doors in the bell tower should be re-roofed 
—the bell is in good condition, the lower clapper arm needs to be repaired; 
—the rug in the nursery should be removed. 

On the matter of the yard work that was performed this summer at the 
Church, Ervin Chubb stated that he thought the work was poorly done 
throughout the summer. It was pointed out that the yard work at the Church was 
part of the duties of the custodian. 

The Pastor complimented Donald Seigle I and Donald Seigle n for their 
careful inspection work around the building. 

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION: 

Joan Wilson, chair, reported that the last Sunday in September is Rally 
Day. she also reported that the nursery department is "like a dungeon," and 
pointed out that such a room was not a suitable place for the 2- and 3-year 
olds to meet in. In addition she asked if there was not a place in the Church 
where the 4- and 5-year olds could meet. The observation was made that the 
"triangle" room might be a good place if that room were available. The "groom's 
room" was suggested as a possible meeting place. Joan W. then observed: "There 
are 12 teenagers in the Church at the present time. Can anyone give any 
suggestions on how we can get them out to Church?" No suggestions were 
offered. 

Joan reported that there will be a dedication service for the Sunday 
School teachers the last Sunday in September. "The teachers must be recoqnized 
for all that they do." 

Jill Schermerhorn, it was reported, will take on the duties of Cradle Roll 
Superintendent. 

SPIRITUAL LIFE COMMITTEE: 

Ervin Chubb, chair, remarked that we must do something to increase 
attendance on Sundays. There will be community singing before the Morning 
Worship Service on one Sunday a month. 

Ervin C. reported that World Communion Sunday will be held on October 
7th and that the Pastor, together with volunteers from the Church, will serve 
Communion to the shut-ins of the Church. 

The possibility of placing several ads in the local newspaper, inviting 
interested persons to attend church at Berean, was discussed and it was agreed 
that perhaps a couple ads could be tried. The possibility of radio broadcasts from 
Berean was also discussed. An effort will be made to get the other churches in 
town to participate in this radio broadcast program. 

Ervin C. reported that October 14th we will have the Gideons here at 
Berean. The specific arrangements for this service will be worked out by Ervin 
Chubb and the Pastor. 

The Summer Union Services were discussed and it was generally felt that 
the old schedule" was much better than the present arrangement. Three strong 
supporters of "the old schedule" were Bill Martin, Merle Morgan and Ervin 
Chubb. Ervin Chubb and Doris Tonkin remarked: "If we can't go back to the old 
schedule, let's have the Choir in August"

The Restoration of Givemy 


In 1883. Claude Monet moved to the small village of 
Givemy, on the Seine, 40 miles northwest of Paris. 

He purchased a house and surrounding land and 
lovingly created gardens and a pond. "At Givemy 
Monet found a new outlet for his creativity. The 
garden became a fantastic and gigantic bouquet of 
ever-changing aspects, with plants crowding plants 
carefully assembled and lovingly disposed so that 
they would constantly succeed each other, bloom in 
an enchanting variety of colors and shapes The 
greatest achievement, however, was to be the pond of 
water lilies.. .(which) was built especially to provide 
Monet w ith an endless series of subjects to which 

he devoted the rest of his life. . . . Now that Givemy 
has been revived, a new generation of artists swarms 
to it. both for a profound communion w ith Monet and 
to experience the indescribable beauties he left behind. 
New works will be created there, i ot for the purpose 
of following in Monet's footsteps which is impossible, 
but of deriving a new impetus, attuned to our own 
time, from the inexhaustible richness that his garden 
provides."* After Monet died, so too did the gardens 
Monet's son bequeathed the property to the Academie 
des Beaux-Arts of the Institut de France. In 1977 the 
Institut asked Gerald van der Kemp to save Givemy. 
Lila Wallace, co-founder of Reader’s Digest, was the 
first American to share van der Kemp's enthusiasm 
for the project. In tribute to her generous support of 
the restoration of Givemy. the French Academie des 
Beaux Arts voted unanimously to host American 
artists in Givemy. The Academie a'so dedicated the 
studio there to Lila Wallace

Non-profit corporation formed 
for City Hall restoration drive 


A non-profit corporation, Car¬ 
bondale City Hall Restoration Inc., 
was formed at an Oct. 9 meeting to 
begin raising funds for badly- 
needed restoration work on the 
city’s landmark municipal build¬ 
ing. 

The 10 incorporators are Bill 
Pryle, Tfed Daniels, Gail Reese, 
Sam Falbo Sr., Bob Price, Donald 
Suirace, S. Robert Powell, Atty. 
Robert Martin, Rita Scott, and 
Michael Cunningham, CPA. 

The group will use the com¬ 
munity conference room at City 
Hall for its headquarters as it 
begins efforts to raise funds for the 
first phase of the “historic 
rehabilitation” of the building, 
which will cost an estimated 
$856,764. 

According to city manager Paul 
R. Browne, the first phase of the 
project will address the roof, tower, 
sidewalls, repointing and conser¬ 
vation of masonry and brickwork 
— virtually any facet of rehabilita¬ 
tion that requires scaffolding so 
that scaffolding will only have to 


be erected once. 

The first-phase work will include 
construction of an elevator tower 
a- fire stairs. These will be ex¬ 
ternal features, at the rear and 
side of the historic building. 

City Hall Restoration Inc. will 
attempt to raise about half of the 
$856,000, and an attempt will be 
made to secure the other half from 
state and federal sources, Browne 
said. 

The non-profit corporation will 
be separate entity from city 
government and will not be 
answerable to the Moran ad¬ 
ministration or City Council, 
Browne said. It will enact its own 
bylaws and elect its own officers. 
'Hie group welcomes members and 
will be meeting again Wednesday 
night, Oct. 17 at City Hall. 

The group will be exploring vari¬ 
ous fund-raising approaches, the 
city manager said. One idea that 
has been mentioned was issuing 
stock, as was done for the city’s 
centennial celebration in 1951. 
Atty. Martin recalled that the stock 


actually paid a dividend. 

City Hall has deteriorated to the 
point where parts of the roof ar,d 
flashing have fallen to the 
sidewalk in recent weeks. Daylight 
can be seen through the eaves of 
the building.

On Thursday evening, October 25, at 7:30 P.M. an exhibition surveying the 
the history of nineteenth- and early-twentieth century civic portraiture in 
Carbondale will open in the Historical society's exhibition galleries on the third 
Door of Carbondale City Hall. 

Featured in this exhibition will be group portraits of the members of the 
primary institutions, organizations and societies of the town: mines and railroads; 
political and social oinhs and organizations; fire and police companies; bands and 
orchestras; fraternal organizations; athletic club s and teams; hos pi tals and 
m edical organizations; theatre and vaudeville groups; recreation and leisure 
subjects, including nineteenth-century Fourth of July parades; war subjects, 
including troop departures and arrivals, victory arches and parades; and school 
and educational organizations. 

The objects on display will span the spectrum of photographic techniques, 
from the daguerreotype (the beginning of photography in 1839) to the amatuer 
snapshot made by the Kodak camera of the pre-World War I era. Prominent 
among the objects on display will be studio portraits by Carbondale's two 
outstanding portrait photographers, Adon L. Cramer and William B. Foster. 

The exhibition has been prepared under the direction of Donald W. Powell, 
who remarked on the early photographic history of Carbondale as follows: “The 
history of studio photography in Carbondale is extraordinarily rich. Ju& three 
years after the invention of the daguerreotype process in Paris, by Louis 
Daguerre, the medium was being practiced by professional photographers here in 
on Main street in Carbondale.’ 

A scholarly catalogue in which are synthesized all currently know facts on 
the photographers and on the civic groups portrayed in the images included in 
this exhinition has been written by Donald Powell. Members of the puhlic who 
have cQd photographs that they would like to lend to the Historical Society for 
this exhibition or who have information on studio photography in the area are 
encouraged to contact the Historical Society. Particularly welcome would be help 
in identifying Carbondale citizens in group portraits from the early twentieth 



century. 


In conjunction with this exhibition, which will remain on view until 
January 17, 199b a four-volume annotated index of the professional portrait 
photographers working in the eleven counties of northeastern Pennsylvania from 
1B39 until 1920 has been written by Powell and will be published by the Historical 
Society in 1991. 

Following this exhibition of civic portraiture, the Historical Society will 
sponsor a second photography exhibition in which private portraitu r e and the 
family album will be the primary focus. 

Both of the exhibitions in the Historical Society's galleries on the third 
floor of Carbondale CiJth Hall will be funded in part through the generous 
support of Lackawanna County Commissioners Alberigi, Corcoran and Senio, and 
the 1990 Arts to the People Program, Kenneth McGraw, Director.

EASTERN NEW YORK STATE POULTRY ASSOCIATION'S FALL SHOW 
By S. Robert Powell 


New York State is beautiful any time of the year. Never is it more beautiful, 
however, than during the autumn, and the 59 exhibitors, from six states (NY, NH, 

CT, PA, MA, MI), Who showed their birds at the Eastern New York State Poultry Associ¬ 
ation's 28th Fall Show on September 30 had a first hand look at the very beautiful 
Catskill Mountains as they arrived at the show. As it has annually since 1962, 
the show took place in the poultry building on the Fairgrounds at Cobleskill in 
the Schoharie Valley. 

Ralph Beamer, Jerry Yeaw and Ralph Morey judged the 650 birds in the show (413 
bantams, 106 standards, 70 ducks, 16geese, 15 bantam trios) and chose the following 
champions: Champion Large Fowl, a Black Orpington pullet by S. Robert Powell of 
Union Dale, PA; Reserve Champion Large Fowl, a Black Langshan cockerel by the 
Whitney Brothers of Bath, NY; Champion Bantam, a Red Pyle Modern Game cockerel by 
Anthony Bezok of Sandy Hook, CT; Reserve Champion Bantam, a Black Old English 
Game hen by Anthony Bezok; Champion Waterfowl, a White Call Duck by Brian Lariere 
of Sparrowbush, NY; Reserve Champion Waterfowl, a Gray Toulouse Goose by C. William 
Ryan of Mayfield, NY. 

A very popular feature of this year's Cobleskill show was the Bantam Trio Classic, 
which was open to all breeds and varieties of bantams. Twelve exhibitors showed 
15 trios and the first place trophy and $25 cash prize were won by Crevoiserat and 
Rainville of Weare, NH, on a beautiful trio of Light Brahmas. Cash awards and 
rosettes were awarded to the 2nd through 5th place winners in the Bantam Trio Classic 
which was warmly received by all. "One year the ENYSPA held a trio classic in 
which exhibitors were asked to show three cockerels, and that too was a big success," 

commented Ralph Morey, President of the ENYSPA. 

A total of 17 meets took place in conjunction with this year's show. The Specral 
Meet of the Sebright Club of America attracted the attention of a great many 
exhibitors and spectators throughout the day. Twenty-six top quality Silvers were 
on dispaly on one wall of the show room; on the opposite wall were 33 Goldens of 
equally high quality. The rest of the show was, in effect, surrounded by Sebrights. 
Fred Herrick of Hamilton, NY, was awarded Best Silver and Ed Ashline was awarded 
Best Golden. More than one exhibitor was heard to remark that the Sebrights in the 
Cobleskill show were among the best that they had ever seen. 

A Special Meet of the American Brahma Club also took place, with 17 standards 
(15 Light and 2 Dark) and 19 bantams (13 Buff and 6 Light) on display. A very 
impressive line up of 25 Black Rosecombs made the State Meet of the Rosecomb Bantam 



Federation a great success. The U. S. Cochin Bantam Club also held a State Meet 
in conjunction with the show and 55 bantam Cochins were on exhibit, including some 
very beautiful Black Cochins, shown by Lee Rehmel, who traveled over 14 hours, 
from Buchanan, MI, to show his birds at Cobleskill. 

A highlight of the day for many exhibitors was the visit to^ the shabby Sheldon 
Maben, the well known breeder of bantam Cornish, and Wilson Chatterton, the well 
known breeder of bantam Light Brahmas and standard Buff Rocks. Both of these fine 
gentlemen, from Cairo, NY, remarked on how much they enjoy the good fellowship and 
top quality birds that are a regular feature of the Cobleskill show. 

A wide arrary of poultry items, including no less than 10 bags of feed, were 
featured in the Chinese Auction, which attracted the attention of many who attended 
the show. Thanks to the dedicated work of club member, Nick Bozanic, of Colliersville, 
NY, all of the items in the Chinese Auction were donated to the club. A 50/50 
Raffle and a Silent Auction also took place in the course of the day. 


If blue ribbons were ever awarded for food stands, virtually every exhibitor and 
visitor would have awarded the ladies of the ENYSPA a blue ribbon on the impressive— 
and very delicious—array of food available at the show. Twenty homemade pies 
(blueberry, apple, cherry), apple crisp, haif moon cookies, brownies, and the world's 
best brown bread and baked beans, along with hot dogs and hamburgers, were available 
in the food building and enjoyed by everyone. An especially nice feature of the 
show was the free coffee that was available at coop-in time for all exhibitors and 
friends, many of whom had been on the road for many hours when they arrived at the 
show in Che early morning. 

Another area of great activity throughout the day was the poultry sales building, 
where a large number of birds were sold. An especially brisk trade in birds took 
place in the hour or so following coop-in. 

The ENYSPA offered generous cash awards and trophies for the champions and dozens 
of open show cash specials were awarded.

All this is very unfortunate, from my perspective, because it is very 
convenient for me to do the Church's banking at the Schoolside Branch. 
Everyone else at Schoolside, without exception, is very professional and 
always a pleasure to see, and I shall miss seeing them, on a weekly basis, 
but I can not risk having my day ruined by Ms. Ogozaly or Ms. Hendrickson. 

I have no doubt in my mind that Ms. Ogozaly and Ms. Hendrickson are 
competent tellers, but I do have serious doubts about their ability to deal 
with the banking public. 

I have written you this letter in the interest of the fine name and 
reputation of the Pioneer American Bank, which for generations has served 
the community in an exemplary and friendly manner.

The regular monthly meeting of the Board of Directors of the Carbondale 
Public Library for October 1990 took place on the 16th in the Board room on the 
second floor of the Library building. Present were: Aubrey Staples, Martin 
Langan, Ruth Miley, Bob vandenberg, Kitty Kelly, Joseph Pascoe, David Saint 
Ledger, Kathryn Race, Anne Muldoon and S. Robert Powell. 

The Annual Meeting of the Library Board, it was announced, would be 
rescheduled to take place on the same day as the regular monthly meeting for 
November. 

The Recording Secretary, S. Robert Powell, then read the minutes of the 
September 18, 1990 meeting of the Board of Directors, as taken down by Hank 
Loftus, Jr. The Recording Secretary thanked Hank Loftus for taking the minutes 
of that meeting in the unavoidable absence of the Recording Secretary. It was 
moved (Pascoe) and seconded (Langan) that the minutes of the September 18,1990 
meeting be approved as read. The motion carried. 

Aubrey Staples read the Treasurer's Report for September 1990. It was 
moved (Saint Ledger) and seconded (Kelly) that the Treaurer's Report be 
approved as read. The motion carried. 

The Library Director reported that we now have U/12th of our 1990 
allocation from the County. 

Bob Vandenberg reported that Jerry Howard suggested that the Library 
contact Don Wademan of Factoryville (945-5791) about "the roof problem." 
Wade man was the supervisor for Jerry Howard when he (Howard) put the 
polyeurythane (?) roof on the Library building. BV: "Wademan will come by in the 
next two weeks and solve the problem." Bob reported that when Wademan came 
to have a look at the work to be done that Wademan and his wife and the 
President of the Library Board climbed up on the roof and discussed the work to 
be done. It was commented that the President of the Library Board, given his 
experience with the building repairs at the Library, could easily become a 
building restoration and maintenance consultant if he were so inclined. 

Bob V. reported that the fire alarm went off at the Library on Thursday 
afternoon and again Friday morning of last week, simplex, in Wilkes-Barre, 
investigated and said that there was an accumulation of dirt on top of the third 
floor alarm. Joe Lucd. from Simplex cleaned the alarms and replaced the 
batteries at a cost of $296.50. The question was asked: What does it cost for a 
service contract from Simplex? The answer: $400-500 per year. Martin Langan 
had a look at the porposed service contract and noted that most of the items in 
the service contract are items that never go bad. 

Bobv. presented the tentative budget for 1991, as submitted to the County 
at the end of Septmber.

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EDITH GARDNER 

Edith Gardner died on October 15, 1990, 
at the age of 93, in Danville, PA. She was bom 
on July 8, 1897, in Carbondale. Funeral 
services were held at the Miller- Visneski 
Funeral Home in Danville on October 18, 1990, 
at 8:00 P.M. At LOO P.M. on October 19th, 
funeral services were conducted by Rev. 
Gordon S. Wilson in the Clinton Center Baptist 
Church, R. D., Waymart, PA. Following the 
services, Edith Gardner's earthly remains were 
buried in the Gardner plot in the Clinton 
Center Cemetery. 

The funeral services in the Clinton 
church began with a prayer by Rev. Wilson, 
followed by a reading of several Biblical 
passages of comfort for those who mourn. 
Donald W. Powell was then called forward and 
read his tribute to Edith Gardner, entitled 
■Elegy for Edith." The text of Donald's tribute 
is as follows: 

ELEGY FOR EDITH 
By Donald Walter Powell 

This death is not sad. 

Edith and Dwight Rude used to say to 
each other, "Tm ready, are you ready." 

Edith lived a long life and, like Dwight, 
she was ready for death. 

Edith meant so much to me because 
Edith was a living link with the past, a past 
beyond the present, a past beyond the modem 
world. Edith remembered things that took place 
further back in time than anyone else could 
remember. And she talked about them with 
pleasure. Edith for me was a bridge, a bridge 
unto the past. 


As my elegy for Edith I would like to 
read a poem which is also a bridge, but this 
poem is a bridge unto the future. 

This poem was written by the man who 
was poet laureate of England for the last 42 
years of his life, from 1850 to 1892. The poet is 
Alfred, First Baron Tennyson, called Lord 
Tennyson. Tennyson died in 1892, five years 
before Edith was bom. 

Like Edith, Tennyson lived a long life 
and, like Edith, he knew it, and he was ready 
to die. 

Three years before his death, when he 
was in his eighty first year, in 1889, Tennyson 
had a serious illness and recovered and wrote 
this poem. And a few days before his death 
Tennyson left specific instructions that this 
poem be put at the end of all editions of his 
poems. 

The poem was written by the one who 
has died, and it was written to console the 
living who mourn the death. The gist of the 
poem is "do not be sad at my death, do not 
weep for me because I have faith in the 
afterlife." 

The poem is like Edith and Dwight saying 
to each other, "I'm ready, are you ready." 

Dwight Eisenhower read this poem in 
1965 at the death of Sir Winston Churchill, as 
Churchill's body floated in state, on a barge, 
down the Thames River, as the world wept. 

The poem is entitled "Crossing the Bar." 



CROSSING THE BAR 
1889 

Alfred, Lord Tennyson (1B09-1892) 

Sunset and evening star, 

And one clear call for mel 
And may there be no moaning of the bar, 

When I put out to sea. 

But such a tide as moving seems asleep, 

Too full for sound and foam, 

When that which drew from out the boundless 
deep 

Turns again home. 

Twilight and evening bell. 

And after that the dark! 

And may there be no sadness of farewell. 

When I embark; 

For tho' from out our bourne of Time and 
Place 

The flood may bear me far, 

I hope to see my Pilot face to face 
When I have crossed the bar.

Robert Powell was then called forward to 
offer his tribute to Edith Gardner, and read 
the following texts 

"Into the soft, sweet earth..." 

By S. Robert Powell 

Into the soft, sweet earth, in this 
peaceful valley, where Edith Gardner's 
mother's people settled in the early years of 
the nineteenth century, here, in this historic 
cemetery, wherein are interred the earthly 
remains of Milo and Harriet Curtis Gardner, 
Henry and Louisa Griswold Curtis, John and 
Elizabeth Crittenden Griswold, Dwight and 
Margaret Remsen Rude, Erastus and Mehitabel 
Muzzey Loomis, Lois Norton Curtis, Wyman 
Terrell, Edna Pearl Loomis, Horace and Beulah 
Grinnell Squire, and a ho* of other 
God-fearing, upright and solid c i tizens, some of 
whom died a century and a half ago, some of 
whom died this year, here, among these noble 
monuments of marble and granite and 
conglomerate rock, among the drifting snows of 
winter, among the falling leaves of autumn, 
and the summer-time singing of warblers and 
the daffodils and narcissus of spring, we shall 
place the earthly remains of Edith Gardner. 


Edith Gardner has died, and because she 
has, we are all the less. But because she lived, 
and lived among us for over 93 years, we 
are all the better. By profession she was a 
teacher, a teacher of French, English and 
biology, and throughout her distinguished 
teaching career, spanning four decades, she 
touched the lives of the many thousands of 
students who went to school to her. Not only 
did her clear and guiding mind make known to 
her students many of the wonders of tne world 
of nature but also many of the creations of the 
human mind. She believed in the human mind 
and reveled in its possibilities. As a teacher of 
the first order, she made every effort to make 
known to her students that to be perfectly 
educated is to be, above all else, tolerant. But 
her teaching was not limited to the classroom, 
for in living her life in the exemplary manner 
that she did, she taught all of us what it 
means to be alive and to live life abundantly 
and fully in this brief moment that we are 
each given here on earth. 

Edith Gardner believed in God. That her 
life represents perfectly the wholeness of a 
Christian life can not be denied. On May 5, 
1912, she was baptized in the Berean Baptist 
Church by the Reverend Perdval Hylton 
Lynch, and throughout her long life she 
faithfully attended the worship services in that 
church, there, where her mother served as 
Sunday School S uperintendent a nd where her 
great grandfather, Henry Curtis, served as 
pastor from February 15, 1849 to February 5, 
1851. 

Throughout her life, the family was of 
central importance to Edith Gardner. Many sure 
the children who adopted Edith Gardner and 
who called 80 Cemetery Street home, or home 
away from home. Many are those among us who 
repeatedly made our way to 80 Cemetery 
Street to share with her our moments of joy or 
to find comfort and understanding in our 
moments of sorrow and in our moments of 
tribulation. With her inspired and inimitable 
help and direction, several of us were able to 
put to paper the history of many of the 
pioneer families of Clinton Township. At the 
first reunion of the descendants of John 
Griswold and Elizabeth Crittenden, on August 
15, 1906, Edith Gardner, age 9, was there. At 
the 84th Griswold Reunion, on August IB, 1990, 
Edith Gardner, age 93, was there. And she was 
there at virtually all Griswold Reunions in 
between. On August 22, 1982, during the 
afternoon services to commemorate the 151st 
anniversary of the founding of the Clinton 
Center Baptist Church, Edith and Gertrude 



unveiled the re-dedicated monument to John 
Griswold and Elizabeth Crittenden which 
stands just here, within the sound of our 
voices. At the installation and re-dedication of 
the historic marker beside Carbondale City 
Hall, on September 25, 1982, to commemorate 
the incorporation of the city of Carbondale, 
Edith Gardner was there. At the initial 
meetings at which plans were formulated for 
the restoration of Carbondale City Hall and 
the restoration of the Soldiers' Orphans' School 
in Harford, Edith Gardner was there. She was 
there, wherever and whenever history called, 
for she knew, as did Abraham Lincoln, that we 
cannot escape history. 

mvariahly, throughout her abundant life, 
she was cheerful, invariably she was 
enthusiastic, and always she was grateful for 
any kindness shown. Instinctively and 
wholeheartedly she knew that it is better to 
give than to receive. 

Each of us shall carry with us to the end 
of our days precious memories of hours of 
living spent with Edith Gardner. Those are the 
memories that will make life possible and 
beautiful and worth living for those of us who 
must now carry on, and carry on we must as 
Edith Gardner would want us to.

All four verses 
of that grand old hymn were sung, a cappella, 
and many of those present felt that they were 
hearing that hymn for the first time, so fresh 
and strong and beautiful was the singing. Rev. 
Wilson then offered a closing prayer. The 
family and friends of Edith Gardner then filed 
past the coffin and out of the Clinton Center 
Baptist Church. The interment followed 
immediately thereafter, with Rev. Wilson 
officiating.

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November 3,1990 

Got up fairly early and went out and released the chickens and had a 
grand time fussing about the hen house. Very relieved to see that the three 
American Game cockerels and the Self Blue Old English Game cockerel are doing 
beautifully following the dubbing of their wattles and ear lobes on Friday night. 
Came in and did some very necessary cleaning up in the kitcher\/entrance hall 
and decided to have some corn flakes with milk, brown sugar and youghurt. By 
this time, it was 10 A.M. and I sat down on the threshold, in the morning sun, 
and ate corn flakes. Right on schedule, about 10:30 A.M., the postman arrived, 
and I went out and got the mail as soon as he had disappeared down over the 
hill. To my great pleasure, there was a letter from Susquehanna University for 
me: A ONE SEMESTER REPLACEMENT VACANCY IN FRENCH FOR SPRING 
1991 (WITH A TENURE TRACK ASSISTANT PROFESSOR POSITION BEGINNING 
IN SEPTEMBER 1991) appears to be within the realm of the possible! I can't 
believe it. I must be dreaming. How did all this come about? 

This past January 11th, I mailed out thirteen letters of intent to various 
colleges and universities in Pennsylvania and New York. My letter to 01-11-1990 
to Jack Kolbert is given hereafter, as are the following: Kolbert's letter of 
02-28-1990; SR P's letter of 03-05-1990; Kolbert's letter of 11-01-1990; and SR P's 
letter of 11-05-1990. I am typing this on Sunday morning at the Berean Baptist 
Church and I must say that I have not had Susquehanna University off my mind 
since Saturday morning at 10:30 A.M. If I am offered the position, I will accept 
it, and do whatever I have to do. What a job it will be to move my household to 
Selinsgrove, but I will do it. I will pack up the chickens and the tipplers and my 
household goods and move to Selinsgrove. Will I clean out entirely my possesions 
from my beloved Elkdale? For the most part, very probably. What I do not take 
with me I will store at the Homestead, both in the barn and in the house. 

I have already figured out a way to make the transport of my poultry and 
pigeons easier. I will build at Elkdale a coop about 8' X 16' X 7', with a flat 
roof, and install 24 individual cages (24" X 24" X 30") therein, and transport the 
coop and its occupants to wherever I move. The actual dimensions of the mobile 
coop will depend on what can be easily transported by one of the trucks that are 
used to move around cars. Having a mobile poultry house will allow me to move 
the birds effortlessly. It will also allow me to return to Carbondale/Elkdale in 
the summertime. The building of the coop will be best accomplished in the yard 
at Elkdale. Where will I live in the Selinsgrove area? Surely in a rural setting, 
preferably on a farm. The best arrangement would be for me to rent a couple 
rooms in a large farmhouse on a large farm. 

When I have a signed and sealed offer from Susquehanna University, I will 
discuss all this with DWP, and them with Mom and Dad. I imagine that 
Susquehanna is interested in moving fairly quickly and I have the delicious 
impression that SRP is Kolbert's first choice for the position. We shall see. I 
shall not be accused of counting my chicks before they hatch, however. 

It occurs to me now that there may be someone in the Central 
Pennsylvania Avian Club who could be very useful to me in relocating in the 
Selinsgrove area? 

On Monday morning, 11-05-1990, I will telephone Kolbert and express my 
great interest in the position. I tried to telephone him on Saturday morning (a 
long shot) but found no one at Modern Languages. 

I will speak with Pastor Bissol about all this, naturally. With a mobile 
poultry house, I can easily return to Elkdale and/or Carbondale in the 
summertime, and so I will not rule out a return to Elkdale. In fact, I am very 
interested in maintaining the appearance of occupancy at Elkdale this winter. All 
the details will be easy to work out, and what a pleasure it will be to do so.
